Lingayen Gulf is the 
point at which the decisive land- 
ings were made by the Japanese 
in 1942; it is probably the 
obvious choice of any invading 
force, since—next to the Gulf of 
Manila itself, which is too well 
fortified — it gives the best 
approach to the capital. For this 
reason there is little prospect. that 
General MacArthur will have an 
easy victory over the Japanese 
defenders. His troops are only 
120 miles from Manila, to which 
the way lies through the central 
plain; but there is little doubt 
that they will have to fight almost 
every foot of that distance, 
though the opposition so far is 
described as slight. The tough- 
ness of Bi on resistance can 
be estimated by the savage battles 
that have taken place on many of 
the smaller Pacific islands. In 
Luzon, war on something like the 
western scale will be practicable 


theatre, and there is no reason to 
suppose that the Japanese; who 
have had ample time to prepare 
their defensive measures, will fail 
to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity for a full display of their 
strength. So far as the Americans 
are concerned, their main disad- 
vantage—a very important one—. 
is that they are remote from their 
bases. All their supplies, of men, 
materials and foodstuffs, must be 
brought up by sea, and depend 
upon the maintenance of an 
adequate transport fleet. On the 
other hand, it is clear, from the 
fact that their huge invasion fleet 
was able to make its jdurney to 
Lingayen Gulf with compara- 
tively light losses, that they have 
control of the seas surrounding 
the Philippines; and probably 
they have superiority in the air. 
During-the last week Allied air- 
craft have hit fiercely at “every- 
thing, including the Japanese 
mainland, from the Kurile islands 
to the Philippines”; they have 
pounded Formosa, and: combined 
with warships to “soften up” the 
shores of Lingayen Gulf before 
the were made; and they 
claim to have destroyed over 600 
Japanese aircraft and over _ 
ships in their raids. 

The Philippine Islands, as both 
sides in. this conflict know, are a 
strategic prize well worth a 
struggle. Japanese spokesmen have 
declared them to be the key to 
the: Western Pacific. An Allied 
commander, in possession of the 
Philippines, would be able to cut 


Japan to Burma, Malaya, and the 
Dutch East Indies; he would be 
poised in position for an assault 
on the south coast of China, near 
Canton, or, by the stepping-stones 
of smaller islands, on Formosa, 
and then the home islands of 
Japan; be would have a first-rate 
naval base, and airfields within 
range of all Japanese installations 
in the Western Pacific. It will be 
seen that the success of General 
MacArthur has the greatest 
possible importance for Admiral 
Lord Louis Mountbatten, in the 
South-east Asia Command. Aft 
present, British, American and 
Chinese troops in Burma are con- 
verging slowly on the vital 
centre of Mandalay. If Japanese 
supplies by sea are cut off, there 
will remain a supply route by rail 
through Southern China, Indo- 
China and Thailand; but it cannot 
be expected in any circumstances 
to bear the heavy strain of supply- 
ing all the Japanese armies in 
South-east Asia., Experience has 
shown that the Japanese soldier is 
adept at “living off the ind,” 
even in the most unpromising 
country, when his food supplies 
are cut off; but a guns, 
vehicles, and such materials of 
war are another matter.
